CHARLOTTE Corday, the beautiful sen- 
sitive, whose life-act is recalled at in- 
tervals by similar tragedies, was like 
many “others but the victim of public 
hypnotization—being influenced by the 
prevailing thought and desire of the 
masses. She was but twenty-three years 
old aud generally regarded as a hand- 
some young woman. She was “strong 
and yet graceful, elegantly natural, 
modest above all, and still of a compel- 
ling presence.” Her hair was of a beau- 
tiful chestnut tinge, which escaped from 
the fluttering laces of her Normaneap 
aud fell in torrents on the white close- 
drawn kerchief above her shoulders. 
She blushed very readily, and that with 
her admirers was a great attraction. Add 
to these a strangely musical voice, sin- 
gularly silvery and childlike. and an ex- 
pression of ineffable sweetness, and you 
may conceive something of that Marie 
de Corday whom men loved at Caen. 
There was nothing “half-demoniac” in 
her appearance, or iu the essential quali- 
ties of her character. Nature may have 
intended her for a martyr; it was the 
times that made her a murderess. 
Strange, indeed, was the destiny which 
forced a dagger into the hands of this 
gentle French girl and bade her plunge 
it into the heart of that dirty, dwarfed: 
half-maniac, who hailed from the Rue 
des Cordeliers, and who is infamous in 
history as the Triumvir Marat.

And as there are earnest souls, who have 
nothing but the welfare of Spiritualism 
at heart, endeavoring to make this move- 
ment a success, it is to be hoped that 
they will be encouraged in the work and 
aided in a manner that will cause Spirit- 
ualists to rejoice when tbe work is fin- 
ished.

RUDINI AND THE POPE. 

The friction between the Pope end the 
government of United Italy does not 
abate. At every opportunity, “His IToli- 
ness” takes umbrage at what is implied, 
or said, or done by the ministers of the 
government. But for his boasted pre- 
tensions, this seems silly and discloses 
a state of chronic weakness. 

The latest exhibitiou of this chronic 
condition of irritation ott the part of the 
Pope, comes by cable as late as the gth 
inst. Premier Rudisiin his address to 
the Italian Chamber, alluding to the Vat- 
ican, said: “We have in our midst the 
Papacy, which sometimes assumes a 
threatening attitude, but its sphere of 
action is timited to the exercise of spir- 
itual powers, not only by a law which 
can not be lightly contravened, but also 
by the almost unanimous consent of 
those who thought themselves most re- 


one engaged in this outrage should be | 


ligious. Italy will not fail in this respect 
owing to liberty of conscience and relig- 
ious toleration. It is our boast aud pro- 
fission that pilgrims from the whole 
world may be confident that the laws will 
protect them on coming to Rome to pay 
devout homage to the Pope. Strong in 
the present and confident in the future, 
we fearlessly guarantee the fullest liber- 
ty in Rome.” 

The lynx-eyes of the Pope and the car- 
diuals, discovered in this innocent state- 
ment, the intent to uiake the Pope only 
the first subject of the King and the 
Italian government, and not an inde- 
pendent integer in Italian affairs. A 
slarp note from the Pope, in reply, is 
promised, 

The decadence of papal power in civil 
affairs is the fly in the pot of ointment. 
The late fete at Nice, where the statue 
of the patriot Garabaldi was nnveiled by 
the comradeship of Italy and France,was 
a wasp in the Pope's bonnet, Garabal- 
daism in Europe isa holy terror to as- 
sumptions, because its force elevates the 
people and emancipates the popular con- 
science from the dogma of the divine 
right of civil and ecclesiastical rulers, 
elther to direct or oppress. We have no 
fears that the popular king, Rudini, or 
the Italian parliament will appear at the 
vatican in their civil capacities, to kiss 
the Pope's toe. The revolutions of the 
pvople which emancipate are not going 
backward.

tellect? The grasp of commerce upon 
the machine Church tightens, and there 
are no indications that it will be speedily 
released or eveu modified in force. 
These Churches are not, professedly, 
founded upon commierce, but upon a 
system of religious philosophy taught 
by one of the wisest and best of the race, 
whose very exaltation over the best and 
wisest has led these commercial Church- 
es to crown him with the nature and at- 
tributes of the supreme deity. And yet 
they exalt commercial methods, laws, 
and ends over his most emphatic nega- 
tives, sharply illustrated and enforced 
by the plainest, practical figures of 
speech, 

These Churches and their selected, 
salaried teachers, selected by commer- 
cial minds and hearts and renumerated 
with costly offerings from commercial 
purses—profess that the Church is of 
divine appointment as a spiritual insti- 
tution ; that the call to its ministry, or 
teaching, fS-a spfritual call heard“ in tHe 
heart, in order that such ministry or 
teaching shal! be above and independent 
of a lower commercial life, an earth- 
plane of being where commerce is alone 
born, The clear teaching of Jesus of 
Nazareth was that commerce and com- 
mercial laws must ever be subordinate 
to moral Jaw and spiritual life, because 
such spirit nature has continuity of ex- 
istence, while commerce is of the earth 
earthy. This subordination was also de- 
manded because the lower acts of intel- 
lect, heart, and life, commercial acts and 
relations included—-create spiritual char- 
acter and condition the future status of 
the being and its conscious developmeut 
ou the eternal lines of happiness or mis- 
ery. 

Since when have these spiritual calls 
toan independent ministry of Christ's 


valuable. The hornet's nest did not 
compose a part of the barn, but was an 
annoying excrescence which the barn 
could well have dispensed with in serv- 
ing its ends.

Thus even their 
ignorance and credulity conserves well- 
ordered society.

pews, and give a most generous tithe to 
the support of churchly institutions, out 
of their wrongfully acquired plethora? 
Against ordinary venial sins, against 
stealing a loaf of bread, against profani- 
ty of speech, against Sabbath-breaking 
by opening libraries, museums of art,

If that is a spiritual Christianity, doni- 
inating the life, elevating and purifying 
man of selfishness, establishing justice, 
equity, mercy, and love on the earth, or 
in an orthodox heaven, then black is 
white and white black.

But 
this being a slave and prating of inde- 
pendence; this practical subordination 
of eternal life to the demands of money- 
getting and calling the craven silence of 
both the Church and the ministry, a part 
of the duty inculcated by the Nazarene, 
is too transparent a falsity. 

Because this surrender of all that is 
spiritual, just, equitable, equal, and sav- 
ing in high spiritual character has given 
place to low commercial greed and pas- 
sion for the acquisition of earthly things, 
the era of the spiritual has dawned and 
its dawning is timely. Commerce in the 
Churches, or Sut of them, may resist its 
mission, but it has come to do its full 
work, The race will learn from the ex- 
carnate the folly and wrong of commer- 
cial greed with all its unjust and degrad- 
ing results upon the spiritual nature. 
The Church of a true spirituality, voiced 
by the higher excaruate teachers, will be 
the Church of the future; supplanting 
the present Churches of commerce, and 
these uew spiritual teachings will claim 
the homage of the heart. 

These plain statements of truthful 
criticism evoke our largest pity. They 
are true, but pity ‘tis that they are true. 
If the Brother of Nazareth, whom the 
Churches worship as God, could become 
incarnate again, another weeping scene 
would be enacted over his own professed 
Churches, aud as he poured his tearful 
lament over Jerusalem, so would he ex- 
claim witb tears: “Oh, Christiamty, how 
oft would I have gathered thee asa hen 
gathereth her chickens under her wings, 
but ye would not. Behold your commer- 
cial houses are already left spiritually 
desolate !"

In this condition tbe slates were seut 
to Dr. Stansbury at Onset, Mass., on the 
day of their purchase, and on the roth 
they were returved. I had the druggist 
who sealed then to open them in order 
to have him examine them for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether tuey had 
in any way been tampered with, Before 
breaking the seals preparatory to un- 
screwing the slates, he emphatically de- 
clared that they had not even a scratch 
on them, showing that not even the at- 
tempt to open them bad beco made.

The uame was right, and these are the 
facts simply stated. Tbey can be verified 
by others to show that they are not the 
effects of hypuotic experiments, or an 
illusion or delusion practiced by trick- 
sters; for the mediums alluded to are 


in respect to me as “a Spiritualists’ min- 
ister,” he would leave us some instru- 
ments of music to amuse ourselves 
with; thereupon he pushed into the 
cell a guitar, tambourine, horns, a drum, 
and several other instruments commonly 
used in such circles. Before quitting us 
he expressed his decided opinion that 
we should all eventually come to be 
banged, and to illustrate this belief more 
forcibly, he threw in a large coil of new 
rope, as suggestive of our fate. This 
done, he shut, locked and bolted the 
door, leaving us with the instruments 
aforesaid, a lamp, and a box of matches, 
all of which looked as if the said jailer 
was pretty well aware of what was to fol- 
low. All “secure,” however, we proceed- 
ed to make the best use of time, the 
first occupation of which on my part and 
that of my two gentlemen frends, one 
of whom was an old sea captain, was to 
tie the Messrs, Davenport to their chairs, 
and then again to staples in the wall, 
all of which consumed nearty thirty 
minutes, so resolved were we to secure 
ourselves against any imposition, 1 
must reiterate my assertion about the 
size of the cell; which was so completely 
filled up by our party that I, who was 
crowded in between the two mediums, 
must have felt the slightest movement 
made by either of them, 

Ualess, then, my very much astonished 
and considerably frighteved mother and 
lady friend were the performers, or the 
magistrate, one of iny male companions, 
or the venerable, and skeptical sea cap- 
tain the other, turned jugglers for the 
seance, invisible, numerous, and very 
strong hands were there busy enough in 
that cell to play several of the instru- 
ments at once, whirl them in the air, and

Mind so constituted, not unlike the 
flame evolving from the concussion of 
steel and flint, has the power of generat- 
ing thought, and by heredity, in a meas- 
ure, conditions being favorable, traus- 
mitting acquired, not inunte ideas. The 
limitations of mind, anent ideas, may be 
illustrated : 

Suppose a child, born of intellectual 
parents, were, if possible, isolated from 
tuman society until adult age; it is im- 
possible to conceive that such a being so 
deprived of human association could 
speak, think, or transmit ideas, save, per- 
haps, of a vague sort, and that might be 
doubtful, from the fact that from in- 
fancy the brain had been in an inactive 
abnormal condition; but more from the 
absence of the essential elements, as 
voted, that enter into the coustitution of 
active mind, It is apparent from this 
view of the question that the uuseen 
something, if non-existent, is at least 
quiescent until it is evoked by the po- 
tency of circumstances and the influence 
of experience. How these operate is 
unknown, 

It may be suggested that ancestral ex- 
perience imprinted on the retina may 
call up dim visions; probably they may 
do so in some peculiar cases. No one 
doubts that past experiences in a yeneral 
way are transmitted and aid human pro 
gress. But how rare are the instances 
of ability or genius in lineal descent, as 
far as can be traced, transmitted from 
parent to child, 

But, on the other hand, it may be 
asked, What of the musical performances 
of a “Blind Tom,” or of the intuitive 
calculating powers of a George Bidder? 
who in quickness and accuracy outvied 


or the Cbrist in the person of Jesus/of 
Nazareth, drawing near to the conscious- 
ness of the individual mind, was the 
most pronounced advance of mentality 
as to spirit interpretation, of all special 
periods that preceded him. His birth 
and tragic death was, or, at least, should 
have been, the closing scene in the long 
drama of idol-worship.

These three random extracts, said to 
have been expressed by the man Jesus, 
are all sufficient within themselves, upon 
which to build the religion of mankind, 
and it is the province of modern inter- 
pretation of spirit truth, called Spirit- 
ualism, by demonstration and reason to 
prove that Jesus should, as a teacher, 
vave given such expressions if he did 
not, All else associated witi the ex- 
pressious of those truths, was simply 
the exegesis of the teacher. Mentality

And what, too, 
of the amazing knowledge Shakespeare 
possessed of human nature, as it were, 
by pure intuition? These aud like ex- 
hibitions of mind, as seen in some de- 
partments of art and science, seem to 
approach very near intuition, or, per- 
chance, come by a mysterious strain of 
natural differentiation, After all, such 
instances seem but to imply that there 
are conditions of susceptibility in tbe 
unseen which, now and then, from un- 
known causes, become excited into un- 
usual brilliancy. 

While it is pertinent to inquire if there 
be innate ideas, is it not equally so as to 
the origin of ideas and faculties, not in- 
nate, therefor acquired, and how so? And 
the inference comes, that where there is 
animation, there is instinctive emotion, 
feelings of pleasure and pain, which it is 
fair to assume are the initial premoni- 
tions of mind. Thus it would appear that 
life and mind are nearly coeval, and both 
have risen up by the aid of circumstance 
and experience as means in evoking in- 
herent forces. 

Varied conditions and dissimilarity of 

experience form character, bringing to 
the surface inborn powers, as exempli- 
Ged in the pioneers of civilization, and 
at the present day in men of command- 
ing intelligence, who are the leaders 
from low conditions to higher planes of 
being. 
The primitive savage perpetrated in- 
discriminate attacks on the rights of his 
fellows. Indeed, might was right until 
a clearer, higher order of brain taught 
that such conduct was wrong, in that 
it destroyed the unity and harmony 
necessary to human well-being aud hap- 
piness, Thus the sentiment of right- 
justice dawned, and has grown to the 
proportions and forms which the phren- 
ologist has denominated conscientious- 
ness.

CHARACTERISTICS OF THE ANT-

Churches, 
asarule, are simply tombs for creeds, but, if 
şou are only honest in what you have to offer, 
weare ready to accept your truths and gi 
you credit for it, but if you area creedest, Iet 
us ask you to be honest and observe your 
ened. To be born properly we shonld give the 
same attention to the proper mating of the pa- 
rents thal we doto our stock, and we would 
thus advance the race, both mentally and phy- 
cally.

If you 
make a sudden resolution to be n better man, 
you must not expect the mere act of resolving 
to do better tobe sufficient, but you must car- 
ry that resolution into effect hy doing better. 
Bring your life loa point where your religion 
enters inlo your every act, and you will then 
be regenerated, Regeneration does not apply 
lo the other individual, it means you every 
dime. If you sow broadcast seeda of kindness, 
you will reap the result io blessings to hu- 
mantty and to yourselves.

intimates that jugglery ought not to be count- 
ed in as essential to mediumistic success, a 
class of chaotic critics, with more buncomb 
thap brains, denounce him as an enemy of 
mediumship, opposed to phenomena, jenlous 
of the success of phenomenal mediums, and ob- 
structing the progress of the cause. Well, all 
thie will work itself clear. People will make 
their own selections, follow phenomena and 
use them for instruction, witness them as they 
would a Punch-and-Judy show for the mere fun 
of it, and learn nothing or care to learn, Such 
are casily “preached to death.’ They will 
elect to support a free Church, and gather in- 
formation and spiritual strength from intet- 
lectual associations and liberal preaching if it 
svits their natures, aud no amount of criticism 
or scolding vill change their actions. 

The only way this large class can be induced 
to sustain the spiritual movement In ils dis- 
tinctive characler is to make the movement 
attractive to them, Nearly all of them believe 
in and occasionally seek phenomena. But they 
will not be held to the support of a body of 
people who wake the abc's the end and aim 
ofall effort. They will not pay their money 
Jiberally to support spasmodic efforts that have 
no promise of permanence, and discount the 
preaching, which to them is more than a peri- 
odics; repetition of facta which they have wit- 
nessed a hundred times before, 

In Detroit this preaching scems fo have 
greater charms forthe majority of Spiritualists 
than the “facts, as usually presented. Hence 
they “pay their money and take their choice.” 
Nevertheless, there is a spiritual society that 
has done good work and ought to grow and 
command support. Oa November rst Lena 
Dible spoke to a good audience and surprised 
many. Rarely have I heard more valuable 
thought crowded into one lecture. Notonein 
ten ofthe lectures that are widely applauded 
contains as much theught or is constructed 
with better genius or more accurate language.

Tf it does have this effect, it no more af- 
fects the existence of those unseen real- 
ities than does the blending sun blot out 
the heavenly bodies which it hides, We 
helieve the light of science does have 
this obscuring result with respect to 
heavenly realities which must be spirit 
ually discerned, and that if we would 
plainly picture any of these things in the 
mind, we must draw the curtain against 
its sensuous glare and construct, so to 
speak, a mental camera obscura This is 
no condemnation or disparament of sci- 
ence, but only a recognition of the fact 
that some things can be better seen 
where its glaring light is tempered or 
even entirely withdrawn. The recogni- 
tion of this fact does not settle the ques- 
tion as to whether, as men become more 
enlightened, the faculty to discern spir- 
itual existences becomes enfeebled. The 
inability to see the stars in the day-time 
argues nothing as to the ability to see 
them at night, and the fading of the stars 
in the progressive dawn does not prove 
that we are losing the power to see stars; 
nor does it even render it improbable 
that the power to see stars is developing. 
So, then, the alleged eclipse of faith— 
and faith is but spiritual vision—in our 
day of the sudden and blinding increase 
of scientific light; this alleged eclipse of 
faith (which we believe to be temporary, 
and greatly exaggerated in some minds) 
argues absolutely nothing with respect 
to the existence of angels, spirits, and 
God, or with respect to the growth or 
decadence of spiritual vision in men as 
enlightenment advances, Huxleyan ag- 
nosticism is but the confession of a child 
that it can not see by the morning light

PRrEFAcE—The present issue Is a contribution 
to the literature of the social and economic 
questions dealt with, and which are appealing 
with ever increasing force to the intellect and 


charged with reaching any probation 
whatever after death, I might bave poin- 
ted to several of my writings in which 
this doctrine is distinctly disclaimed.
